FAMOUS AMERICAN INVENTOR 


Historical Society Head Re- 
futes Austrian Claim to 
Invention of the Typewriter 


HE value of Historical Socie- 

ties in establishing and making 
hugger facts of wide popular interest 
as just been strikingly demonstra- 
ted in Herkimer County, N. Y., the 
home of the first practical type- 
writing machine. 

By possessing and giving publicity 
to the facts about the invention of 
the typewriter the Herkimer County 
Historical Society has recently de- 
feated a foreign attempt to take 
that honor from America. 

Two years ago the celebration of 
the fiftieth anniversary of the in- 
vention of the first practical type- 
writer was held under the auspices 
ef the Society at Ilion, Herkimer 
County, N. Y., and the event re- 
ceived world-wide publicity. Yet, 
many American newspapers recently 
printed a dispatch from Innsbruck, 
Austria, in which it was alleged that 
Peter Mitterhofer, an Austrian, was 
the inventor of the typewriter and 
that his model was copied by the 
American inventors. 

The Austrian claim was that 
Carlos Glidden, an American, saw 
the Mitterhofer model in Vienna, 
copied it, then constructed the first 


American machine in conjunction 
with Christopher Latham  Sholes 
and S. W. Spule and that the 


American patent was acquired by 
FE. Remington & Sons. 

The facts, as contained in a recent 
letter from Col. John W. Vrooman, 
president of the local historical 
society, to the Associated Press, dis- 
closed that Glidden had never been 
abroad, had never heard of the Mit-

"NE hundred years ago, On 
the morning of October 26,

Buffalo, N. Y. 

A little further east, just within 
hearing distance, another cannon 
boomed forth as soon as the re- 
port from the first one was heard. 
At regular points thereafter, 
through Western New York, along 
the Walley of the Mohawk and 
down the Mudson, other cannon, 
one after the other, sent forth 
their message until finally the can- 
non out at Sandy Hook was fired. 


And thus New York City learned 
that the Erie Canal was open to 
traffic and that the first boat had 
left Buffalo with passengers and 
freight. 

It was an epochal event, 
ypening of the Erie Canal, and was 
undoubtedly the most important 
1ews item of the period, marking 
a beginning of a new era in the de- 
velopment of the country. In those

of the cannon the.opening of the 
Canal was announced.in a dramatic 
and unique manner, he first boat

This occurred over twelve years 
before Morse invented the tele- 
graph, six before the first railroad 
was operated in the state, and half 
a century before Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell invented the telephone. 
Now, the art of communication has 
developed to such an extent that a 
man may talk in New York and be 
heard haif way around the globe. 

From the transmission of news 
by cannon shot to the sending of 
the human voice over telephone 
wires there came an era which was 
marked by many milestones of sci- 
entific achievement. It was not 
until March 10, 1876, however, that 
the first complete sentence of 
speech was transmitted over tele 
phone wires The first conversa- 
tion by overhead lines occurred on

From that time on developments, 
were rapid. Lines of communica- 
tion were established and the 
range of conversation slowly 
lengthened, until, in 1880, Boston 
and Providence, a distance of for- 
ty-five miles, were connected by 
telephone. A line between New 
York and Boston was opened in 
1884, and between New York and 
Philadelphia in 1886. Extensions 
were also begun westward, but it 
was not until December of 1888, 
sixty-two years after Buffalo sent 
its message by cannon fire of the 
official opening of the Erie Canal, 
that the human voice first traveled 
across the state and down the Hud- 
son River. 

Today Buffalo can talk with any 
other American city or town. Dis- 
tance is no longer a barrier, A 
full decade has passed since the 
human voice succeeded in crossing 
the continent. In fact, it is possi- 
ble now to talk between Havana, 
Cuba, and Catalina Island, via sub- 
marine cable, overhead and under- 
ground lines—a distance of 5,500 
miles.

This new cable is 
necessary because of the increas- 
ing demand for telephone toll serv- 
ice between Buffalo and New York. 
It will also have the additional ad: 
vantage of being virtually free from 
storm damage, particularly from 
sleet storms.
